I will pass on; there is much that 
I can not find space to write of “Why 
I Am a Catholic,” but some I must, 
because it may help some yet wonder- 
ing, undecided soul.

And then We come to those 
of the Holy Family, the Sacred Heart 
to’remind us of Christ’s infinite Jove 
and merey; Saint Joseph, to remind 
us of the patient, godly life of Mary’s 
spouse; and then of the Blessed 
Mother herself; and what more sooth- 
ing, comforting reminder can we have 
than that Mary, Mother of Jesus, is 
ever ready to plead with her crucified 
Son for us, she who suffered a 
Mother’s agony with Him in His hour 
of pain, is ready to plead for us, His 
erring children, who are continuously 
renewing His agony. 

And then my thoughts went back to 
my childhood. I was praying again at

Reputable Elmira Citizen Thought He
